MAKE BIG ADVANCE 
IN THE PAST YEAR 


They Gain 121,766 Pupils, a 
Five Per Cent Advance 
| One Hundred and Sixty- 
two New Schools Erected 
_ —Catholic Elementary 
| Schools Now Have At- 
| tendance of 2,201,942. |

Washington.—A total of 2.844.788 
students were enrolled in the 10,249 
Catholic schools of all classifications | 
that existed in 1928, it is shown by a 
survey just completed by the Depart- 
ment of Education of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, for the 
forthcoming issue of the Directory of 
Catholic Colleges and Schools. The 
Catholic schools, in that year, were 
staffed with a total of 82,536 instruc- 
tors. 


Compared with the figures for 1926, | 
the year of the last previous survey, 
the 1928 results reveal the following 
facts: 


A gain of 162, or 1.6 per cent, in 
the total number of Catholic schools; 
a gain of 5,192, or 6.7 per cent, in the 
total number of instructors, and a gain 
of 121,766, or 5 per cent, in the total 
number of students in attendance. 
Showing of Educational Institutions 


The latest survey, treating of the 
educational institutions under their 
various classifications, reveals the fol- 
lowing facts for 1928: 


There were a total of 189 seminaries 
in the United States. These were div- 
ided into 95 major seminaries staffed | 
with 790 instructors and with 6,527 | 
students enrolled, and 94 minor rem- | 
inaries staffed with 1,103 instructors 
and with 10,542 students enrolled. The 
total enrollment for both classes of 
seminaries was 17,079 in 1928, or, 
compared with 1926, a gain of 1,233 


ment. 


were staffed with 1,314 instructors. 
The total enrollment was 13,002 stu- 
dents, of whom 597 were male and 
12,405 female. The total enrollment 
of normal schools dropped 2,567 stu- 
dents, or 16.1 per cent, compared to 
1926. Of the total number of normal 
schools, only 10 were for religious 
men, while 69 were for religious wo- 
men. In the former, the instructors 
totalled 236, and in the latter, 1,078. 


Catholic colleges and universities 
totalled 159. They were staffed with 
6,790 instructors; and were attended 
by 86,306 students. The total enroll- 
ment in these institutions shows the 
largest percentage of gain when com- 
pared with the results of the 1926 
survey. The total enroilment in this 
class of schools increased by 11,547 
students, or 15.3 per cent, between 
1926 and 1928. These schools were at- 
tended by a total of 67,973 male stu- 
dents and a total of 18,333 female stu- 
dents. The colleges were divided into 
75 men’s colleges and 84 women's col- 
leges. 


Catholic High School Increase 


Catholic high schools and academies, 
in 1928, were 2,158 in number, were 
staffed with 13,527 instructors, and 
were attended by 226,466 students, of 
whom 95,450 were boys, 126,198 were 
girls, and 4,818 were not classified as 
to sex in the reports. Compared with | 
the returns for 1926, the total enroll- 
ment in this class of schools repre- 
sents an increase of 21,651 pupils, or 
10.6 per cent, in the two-year period. 

Catholic elementary schools were 
7,664 in number, were staffed by a 
total of 59,013 instructors, and were 
attended by a total of 2,201,942 pupils, 
of whom 646,535 were boys, 676,465 
were girls, and 878,942 were unclassi- 
fied as to sex in the reports from 
schools. The total enrollment of the 
elementary schools in 1928, compared 
with the total enroliment of the same 
schools in 1926, represents an increase 
of 90,382 pupils, or 4.3 per cent, in 
the two-year period. 

In the 1928 reports on enrollment 
from schools of all classes, a total of 
805,472 male students and a total of 
849,800 female students were reported. 
However, there were 889,513 students 
whose sex was not stated in the re- 
ports.

Children Present Gift 

Putting the box on the floor, the boy 
addressed brief words of greeting to 
the Pope, recalling the many proofs 
of kindness given the Oratorio di San 
Pietro, among them the memorable 
inaugurating of his Jubilee Year in 
November, 1928, by distributing in the 
Vatican Basilica First Communion to 
120 boys and girls of the Oratorio. 
The boyish speaker had been among 
these latter.

“Among these soldi (small Italian 
coins, with which the box was filled) 
there are none given by the priests or 
by the Sisters, and even none by the 
Knights of Columbus, but only ours 
‘those that we children have put by, 
day by day.

Murillo Mosaic, 
Gift of Pope to 
Shrine, Arrives 


Bishop Shahan Issues Statement In
